Nineteen hundred seventy marks thè celebration of thè Centennial An- 
niversary Year of Martin College. In these first pages, thè Martinaire 
honors thè memory of those who have contributed to its continuai growth 
and development. We cherish thè past as a foundation for our outstand- 
ing present and our unlimited future. 
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The first high school for girls in Giles County began its exis- 
tence under thè name of Martin Female College in 1870, in 
thè basement of thè Methodist Church, The first president, 
according to thè records, was "a teacher of wide experience 
and a Christian gentleman, " Professor William K. Jones. In 
1874, property was purchased from Governor John C. Brown 
for thè purpose of providing adequate facilities for thè "gen- 
tle ladies and intelligent scholars" enrolled at that time. In 
1895, new buildings were constructed on Martin’s campus to 
continue thè growth and expansion of thè college. On Octo- 
ber 16, 1904, thè originai administration building was de- 
stroyed by fire. In 1909, thè college was taken under thè 
leadership of thè Tennessee Conference of thè Methodist 
Church. The year 1937 saw Martin become coeducational, 
and as thè years have passed thè once female college has en¬ 
rolled one fourth more men than women. Since 1951, Upper - 
man Hall, thè male dormitory; Martin Hall, thè center of 
administration and educational activiti.es; thè Science Build¬ 
ing; Criswell Hall, thè women’s dormitory; and thè cafeteria 
and student center have been erected. During thè transition 
from a girls’ high school to a coeducational college, Martin 
has seen years of progress and prosperity.

Martin Looks Ahead 


Martin College has shown much progress for a private junior college. In its first one 
hundred years, Martin has created a "great legacy. " Now Martin faces a "greater fu¬ 
ture. " Many projects and plans point toward an even better second hundred years. In 
thè near future, Upperman Hall will be completed with an additional wing and thè re- 
novation of thè present structure. The construction is scheduled to be finished and 
ready for use for thè Fall Semester 1970. As part of thè same project, Tennessee Hall, 
thè present freshman men's dormitory, will be converted into a library and learning 
center. Recreational areas on campus will be increased with thè development of thè 
Ravine Recreational Area. The acquisition of thè West Hill Elementary School and thè 
surrounding property will be a part of Martin's future. Hopes are for a gymnasium to 
be built on this property. The most exciting part of thè future plans is thè proposed 
curriculum change. The traditional System is scheduled to be replaced by thè "Martin 
Pian. " This pian will eliminate thè semester or quarter concept except for thè trans- 
ferrai of credit hours. This new curriculum proposai and thè added facilities offer an 
even more exciting Martin College for thè future generations.
